, Between May and August 1947, the former German troop training ground 
at Arys was occupied by airborne units in approximate strength of 
two brigades. They were equipped with infantry weapons and smoke 
shell mortars. During field maneuvers, two types of gliders were 
employed, each accommodating forty to sixty men with full equipment. 
Landings were practised in all kinds of weather and there was some
